MOLOTOV SPENT THE LAST 14 MONTHS IN NEUTRAL AUSTRIA AS PERMANENT

BUT IT IS DOUBTFUL WHETHER THERE IS MUCH, IF ANY SYMPATHY FOR 
MOLOTOV IN THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE. IN 1957, KHRUSHCHEV. OUT-NUMBERED 
IN THE PARTY PRESIDLUM BY THE MOLOTOV-LED ANTIPARTY GROUP, TOOK HIS
